At the last meeting there were 14 
members and three visitors present.

War Development of Alberta’s Water 
Resources”, prepared by Mr. Sauder, 
and read by Lion Ned Ridley. We 
are sorry that Mr. Sauder, due to an 
injury to his arm, was unable to be 
present, but hope that he will favour 
us on a future occasion. 

The following is a short 
of Mr, Sauder’s remarks— 

1. The Water Resources Act vests 
all surface waters within the Pro- 
vince to the Crown and no person 
may develop the same without a lic- 
ense to do so. The Act provides that 
all available water shall be put to 
the most beneficial use. Presdence 
is given to licenses in this order-— 
domestic, Municipal purposes, indust- 
rial purposes, irrigation purposes, 
other purposes, 

2. Over 530,000 acres of land are 
served with water for irrigation pur- 
poses in Southern Alberta and there 
are over 4,500 irriation farmers oper- 
ating in this area. 

4. Post-War reconstruction  pro- 
jects recommended are— 

A. St. Mary and Milk River Ir- 
rigation Project— If this project is 
not very soon developed by Canada, 
the United States will probably do so. 

(a) Would provide employment for 
600 men for ten years. Would pro- 
vide homes and farms for 8,500 famil- 
ies and permanent employment for 
175 men. This means an approxim- 
ate increase of population of 18,475. 
This would increase the population in 
nearby cities, towns and villages. 

(b) The total cost would be $15, 
000,000 to be shared between the Pro- 
vincial and Federal Governments, 

B. Aetna Irriation Project— 

(a) About 7,500 acres in the vicinity 
of Aetna, south and east of Cardston. 
Security of tenure would be the main 
benefit. 

C. The MacLeod Project— 

(a) About 10,000 acres. 

(b) Expenditure about $240,000. 

D, The Carmangay Project— 

(a) About 12,000 acres. 

(b) Expenditure about $175,000. 

E. The Rose Creek Project— 

(a) About 1,000 acres. 

(b) Main purpose to supply stock 
water. 

(b) Cost about $30,000. 

F. Extension of the Canada Land 
and Irrigation Company— 

(a) Now serves about 42,000 acres 
of land in the vicinity of Vauxhall. 
It would be extended to serve 192,000 
acres, 

(b) Would be very suitable for sold- 
ier settlement. 1700 additional tam- 
ilies could be settled. The approx- 
fmate increase in population rural 
and urban, would be about 15,000. 

G. The North Saskatchewan Pro- 
Ject— 

(a) About 900,000 acres in Alberta 
and Saskatchewan. 

Other topics dealt with and which 
space prevents enlarging on are— 

(1) Storage Reservoirs tor Flood 
Control; Irrigation and Water Power. 

(2) River Channel Improvement. 

(3) Water Power. 

(4) Stream Flow Records, 

(5) Indirect Benefits of Irrigation 
and Water Development Projects. 

(4) Drainage.

WHEATLAND S. D. 


The regular monthly meeting of the 
Board of Trustees of the Wheatland 
School Divison No. 40 was held at 
Strathmore on July 28th. 

The south half of the ground floor 
of the Western Irrigation District 
headquarters building has been leased 
for Office and Classroom supplies. 
The east end of the large warehouse 
has also been leased for storage reom 
and a workshop for the repair man. 

It was decided to have a.] pianos in 
the Division tuned cleaned and re- 
paired during the’ summer holiday. 
All typewriters requiring attention 
wil be cleaned and repaired at central 
points. 

The drilling of a well on the Linden 
School grounds was authorized. This 
is a two room school west of Swalwell 
where water was previosuly carried 
from an adjoining farm, 

The Canadion Utilities propose to 
construct a new power line west 
from Swalwell and as the line will 
pass by the large rural schools at New 
Hope, Linden and Antler it was decid- 
ed to have electric lights installed in 
these schools, tranformers being sup- 
plied by the power company. 

A proposal was received from the 
Department of Public Health whereby 
the services of a Public Health Nurse 
might be supplied for the Division. 
The suggested duties of such a nurse 
are Inspection of School Pupils, Sani- 
tary Inspection of Schools, Baby and 
Pre-School Clinics, Innoculating Pro- 
gram for School and Pre-School Chila 
ren, Communicable Disease Control 
under the supervision of the Local 
Medical Health Officer, Public !lealth 
Education both in school and out of 
it. The estimated budget for this 
service is $2200.00 annually one-half 
of which would be paid by the Dept 
of Public Health and one-half by the 
Division. It is anticipated that this 
would eventually expand into a imil- 
time Health Unit. 

The Board decided to accept this 
service on the basis proposed, 

Thirteen resignations were receiv- 
ed and accepted from the Teaching 
staff and a number of new teachers 
were engaged. It appears tha: the 
shortage of teachers is going to be 
even more acute than last year bui 
every effort is being made to fill all 
vacancies before school re-openus on 
October 2nd. 

Owing to the increased cost of {aud 
and supplies the fees for board and 
residence at the Katbhyrn Dormitory 
were increased to $14.00 per month 
for a five day week and $17.09 per 
month for full time,

The British bread was discussed in 
House of Commons a few weeks ago 
when Col. Llewellin, minister of food, 
stated that the price of bread through 


out the war had not exceeded 9d per 4 
lb. loaf and that the British people 
ate 4 million tons of bread per annum, 
He paid tribute to the Canadians for 
providing Britain with large quanti- 
ties of wheat; also to the British farm 
ers who produced half the wheat now 
being used in Britain for bread.

Town Councils, in these times, have 
sufficient grief without it being add- 
ed to by farmers who ignore any 
signed agreement. Please take note 
that this is but a mild warning to all 
concerned and if these complaints 
should continue to pour in, pressure 
will be brought to bear on the guilty 
party, or parties, 

A responsible party will parole the 
streets of Strathmore Saturday nights 
to see that regulations as contained 
in the contract are enforced.
